SOUTH AUSTRALIA 
CONSUMER PRICE INDEX 


The Consumer Price Index was first published in August 1960 and has been compiled for 
the periods from 1948. For: current statistical purposes it replaces both the "C" Series 
and the Interim Retail Price Indexes. 


The frequency of significant changes in the pattern of household expenditure between 
1949 and 1960 made it necessary to construct a series of four short-term retail price 
indexes. The Consumer Price Index consists of these four indexes chain-linked into a 
continuous series. This Index measures quarterly variations in retail prices of goods 
and services representing a high proportion of the expenditure of wage earner households. 


The list of items is more extensive than in former indexes and includes home owner— 
ship (house price, rates, and repairs and maintenance), rents of government owned houses 
major household a»pliances (such as refrigerators, washing machines, and television pete 
private motoring, beer, and other additional items.
